Jane Addams achieved international fame 
through her social work, reform strategies, and 
activities in support of world peace. She was 
also one of few role models available at the time 
when women began entering the public arena. 

Students and researchers in women’s studies, 
American history, political science, sociology 
and social work can now access important 
resource materials through this microfilm collec¬ 
tion.

The American Federation of Labor, under the 
dynamic leadership of Samuel Gompers, 
shaped these practices and laid the foundation 
for the modern labor movement.

Researchers recognize that the literature and 
publications of a country are an important 
barometer of its political and social develop¬ 
ment. And the more than 1,000 periodicals in 
these three microfilm collections provide the 
materials necessary to study these trends in the 
United States from 1741-1900.

Students of liter¬ 
ature and journalism history, for example, find 
particularly useful the Independent Reflector 
(1752-53), one of the best examples of essay 
journalism from that era. And for historians, first¬ 
hand accounts of the Revolution as well as de¬ 
scriptions of the latest inventions can be found 
in Tom Paine’s Pennsylvania Magazine (1775-76). 

This eighteenth-century collection also contains 
publications in the fields of religion, music and 
science, including Medical Repository (1797-1800), 
which was America’s first scientific journal. Series I 
is a well-rounded introduction to American 
periodical journalism as it grew with the nation. 

Series 11: 1800-1850 -

The issue of slavery is one that was debated 
widely and emotionally for decades before it 
divided the nation during the Civil War.

AMERICAN PERIODICALS, Series II also in¬ 
cludes over 20 women’s magazines that flour¬ 
ished during this period such as Godey’s Lady’s 
Book (1830-98), as well as children’s magazines 
such as The Youth’s Companion (1827-1927), 
and Merry’s Museum (1841-72), which was 
edited for a time by Louisa May Alcott. 

In addition, graduate and undergraduate stu¬ 
dents and researchers in religion, science, and 
history will find a rich source of materials in 
this series.

The 118 periodicals from the Civil War and 
Reconstruction era represent only a small selec¬ 
tion from the thousands of magazines published 
during the last half of the nineteenth century.

The Mass Culture Phenomenon 
in America -1897 1949 

The four mass market magazines preserved on 
microfilm in this series provide students of 
American fiction, journalism, film, radio and 
advertising with an excellent research extension 
to the AMERICAN PERIODICALS SERIES. 
Through the more than 100,000 pages in this 
collection from Smith's Magazine, The Shadow, 
Pic, and Success Magazine and the National 
Post, can be found a compendium of informa¬ 
tion on the mass culture phenomenon in the 
first half of the twentieth century. 

Smith's Magazine 

Ormund Smith began Smith’s Magazine in 1905 
for “the John Smiths of America,” and this 
family-oriented monthly reached a circulation of 
200,000 within two years. 

Early issues featured fiction and poetry, articles 
on fashion, the theater, science, and invention, 
in addition to photographic spreads of popular 
actresses. In later issues, Smith’s began 
targeting women as its audience, and thus pro¬ 
vides materials for women’s studies researchers 
on popular feminine ideology during and after 
World War I. 


A major shift in editorial viewpoint followed— 
success was no longer presented as a virtue in 
and of itself—and the magazine joined the 
popular muckraking movement of the day. Even 
a merger with The National Post in 1911 could 
not halt the demise of this popular periodical 
five months later. 

The Shadow 

Created to exploit the success of the popular 
radio character of the same name, The Shadow 
(1931-1949) enables mass media and communi¬ 
cations researchers to study the impact of early 
radio on the day’s popular culture as an 
historical perspective on modern media and 
cultural interaction. 

Walter B. Gibson, an amateur magician and 
writer, was hired to help with the launching of 
this new magazine. Writing under the pen name 
Maxwell Grant, Gibson developed his master of 
illusion and disguise, “The Shadow,” and the 
magazine’s first issue included Gibson’s 
premier full-length novel “The Living Shadow.” 
Success was immediate, and soon the quarter¬ 
ly publication became monthly, and then 
twice monthly. 

In all, Gibson contributed over 280 novels dur¬ 
ing the magazine’s 18-year existence. 


Students of journalism will be able to study valu¬ 
able examples of early twentieth-century mass 
market publishing, and students of popular 
culture can explore fashion fads, theater tastes 
and favorite themes in fiction. 

Success Magazine and the 
National Post 

The will-to-succeed was the cornerstone philos¬ 
ophy of Success, which was founded by Orison 
Swett Marden in 1897. The magazine began as 
a nonfiction monthly featuring biographical 
sketches and articles espousing the virtue of 
success, and contributions by such notables as 
Theodore Dreiser (who also edited Smith’s), 
Booker T. Washington, Edward Everett Hale, 
Mary A. Livermore and Julia Ward Howe in the 
early years of its existence. 


After its first year, Success began to include fic¬ 
tion, the most memorable of which was “The 
Magic Story” by Frederick Van Rensselaer Day. 
After James H. McGraw became its financial 
backer in 1900, the magazine saw six success¬ 
ful years, and during 
this period the circu¬ 
lation climbed to ■ 

300,000.

The pages of The Shadow provide scholars with 
a rare opportunity to follow the most influential 
themes and fantasies of popular thinking during 
the Depression and World War II. 

Pic 

Complementing the print periodicals in this 
series is Pic, a pictorial magazine which was 
born in 1937 and emphasized photographic 
series of famous sports, Broadway and Holly¬ 
wood figures. During the war years, Pic special¬ 
ized in sensationalism and cheesecake photos, 
but its visual subject matter turned more serious 
after the war ended.

The American Sunday School—both as a move¬ 
ment and an institution—had far-reaching ef¬ 
fects on the development of our nation’s social, 
cultural and religious values. For example, The 
American Sunday School Union (ASSU) provid¬ 
ed the materials and the training by which many 
frontier adults and children learned to read by 
promoting the establishment of Sunday Schools 
throughout the nation. 

THE AMERICAN SUNDAY SCHOOL UNION

Stefansson wrote his diaries entirely in English 
and used them as the background for his book, 
My Life With the Eskimo (1913), as well as for 
subsequent books which he wrote on the Arctic. 
He later worked as Arctic Consultant to the 
Northern Studies Program at Dartmouth 
College. 

The original diaries are held by the Dartmouth 
College Library and by the Public Archives of 
Canada. 


The collection chronicles three expeditions 
made by Vilhjalmur Stefansson between 1906 
and 1918 to the isolated regions of the North. In 
his diaries, Stefansson provides factual and in¬ 
sightful accounts of Eskimo hunting trips, religi¬ 
ous beliefs, legends and family traditions.

Women in Action Against the 
Killing of Southern Blacks 

Historically, attitudes have been slow to change 
in America’s deep South, especially in rural 
areas. Every civil rights and labor organization in 
the 20th century has fought against generations 
of ingrained prejudice, and the bloodiest battles 
in the struggle for civil liberties have generally 
been fought in the South. 

And while various civil rights organizations such 
as the Commission on Interracial Cooperation 
(CIC) had effected many changes by the late 
1920’s and were gaining support and momen¬ 
tum in their work, much remained to be done. 
The Association of Southern Women for the 
Prevention of Lynching (ASWPL) took on the 
specific problem of hangings and provided in¬ 
spiration to other organizations through its 
zealous efforts. 

This unique microfilm collection documents the 
work of the ASWPL as it set about putting a stop 
to an alarming increase in the number of blacks 
being lynched in the rural South. Founded by 
Jessie Daniel Ames as a spin-off program of the 
CIC, this small group achieved much in its 12 
years of existence. 

The papers of the ASWPL include correspon¬ 
dence, reports, pamphlets, legislative materials 
and meeting minutes which trace their deter¬ 
mined fight to end the heinous and arbitrary 
hangings of blacks. 


Even though they never successfully pushed 
their proposed legislation through Congress, the 
group did achieve its goals. Their public outcry 
raised the consciousness of people in the South 
and in other areas of the country, and as a result 
the number of lynchings decreased markedly. In 
1942, the ASWPL ended its separate activities 
and merged back into the CIC. 

Researchers in the areas of women’s studies, 
black studies, political science, and American 
history will find that this collection fills a unique 
niche in civil rights research literature providing 
an interesting case study on one specific aspect 
of discrimination.

People 

This classic microfilm collection represents the 
most extensive body of Tsimshian literature 
available for linguistic, anthropological and theo¬ 
logical scholarship. It also provides docu¬ 
mentation on North American Indian myths and 
traditions. 

The Tsimshian people are native to the territory 
along the international border between Alaska 
and British Columbia, and were cultural in¬ 
novators who originated the totem pole and 
many other art forms characteristic of the 
Pacific Northwest coastal region. 

THE BEYNON MANUSCRIPT was processed 
and transcribed by William Beynon, who was a 
native speaker of the Tsimshian language. He 
recorded the history, ethnography and literature 
of his people, preserving an important cultural 
history for the future.

The revival of classical learning during the 
Renaissance prompted European scholars and 
educators to write treatises on the ancient arts 
of persuasion and eloquence.

materials that draws together and reproduces

the 1770’s and the 1930’s that allows students 
in these fields to access information and 
analyze trends such as:

Thomas Dutton, editor of The Mirror of the Stage

and...influence of newspaper criticism.” His 
publication and others included in this collection 
defended and described popular actors and re¬ 
viewed current productions. 


Researchers will find the annual Dramatic Notes 
(1879-92) especially useful as it provides a com¬ 
plete and illustrated record of the principal 
London productions for the year. 

Archaeology 

Archaeologists and students of early history 
will discover the long-running Archaeologia 
(1770-1907), published by the Society of Anti¬ 
quaries.

Selected specifically for undergraduate students 
in English history, politics and literature, the 22 
periodicals reproduced in this collection repre¬ 
sent those which most significantly shaped and 
reflected British culture between 1732 and 1914.

Personal and Political 
Perspective 

Most scholarly research on American Commu¬ 
nism and the Communist Party of the United 
States of America (CPUSA) has focused on the 
McCarthy era and the Cold War — reactions to 
Communism untempered by the internal per¬ 
spectives of the CPUSA itself. 

THE EARL BROWDER PAPERS, 1891-1975, of¬ 
fers in one unique microfilm collection a large 
portion of that missing research link, and pro¬ 
vides perhaps the closest thing to Party ar¬ 
chives in existence.

The Life of a Notorious 
American Statesman 

Given the station of his birth, no man seemed a 
less likely candidate for notoriety and disgrace 
than Aaron Burr, Jr. He was the son of a college 
president and the grandson of a renowned theo¬ 
logian, and his birthright seemed secure for a 
position of intellectual and moral leadership. 

Students of American history, political science, 
government, and legal and social history can 
now trace the precipitous path of Burr’s career 
as he climbed to national prominence and then 
fled the country in exile. The correspondence, 
books, journals and legal papers included in this 
collection vividly portray Burr’s early years in the 
military, as a New York lawyer, and his major 
role in the formation of the Jeffersonian party 
and his subsequent rise to the position of Vice 
President of the United States.

Erskine Caldwell published more than fifty 
novels during his life. Yet it is his first book, 
Tobacco Road (1932), for which he is most often 
remembered. 

This microfilm edition of 38 personal scrap¬ 
books records the furor caused by Tobacco 
Road , as well as documents Caldwell’s other 
novels, his work as a journalist and correspon¬ 
dent during World War II, and his involvement 
as a spokesman for the dispossessed — parti¬ 
cularly the poor of his native South. 

Graduate and undergraduate researchers in 
American literature, journalism, theater and 
library science find a wealth of research possi¬ 
bilities in these unique papers. The scrapbooks 
begin with the 1932 publication of Tobacco 
Road, which one reviewer described as “More 
than a novel; it is a case study in sociology.” 
The novel’s blatant realism generated attempts 
to ban it. Students will use the legal defenses 
written in the book’s support as a valuable re¬ 
source in studying the history of censorship in 
the U.S. 

Caldwell’s scrapbooks also preserve mementos 
of the Broadway production of Tobacco Road — 
photographs of actors in costume, illustrations, 
theatrical posters, and a James Thurber car¬ 
toon.

Assimilation—the absorption of Indians into 
the American mainstream—was the dominant 
theme of United States Indian policy from the 
late 1880’s through the 1920’s.

The correspondence, 
speeches, government documents, court records 
and news clippings in this collection record 
Collier’s private thoughts and public impact 
during critical years in modern social and 
political history. 

Collier’s accomplishments in effecting major 
Indian rights reforms as executive secretary of 
the American Indian Defense Association and 
later as Commissioner of Indian Affairs during 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s administration marked a 
turning point in federal Indian policy. His Indian 
New Deal proposed tribal self-government, 
culture preservation, and religious freedom for 
these native Americans. 

He also founded the Institute of Ethnic Affairs, 
an action-oriented research agency which moni¬ 
tored the administration of American territories 
and dependencies such as Guam, Alaska and 
Samoa. 


Among topics for evaluation and interpretation 
through this historical collection are:

A Catalyst for tfte American 
Civil Rights Movement 

In 1941, a small group of student activists in 
Chicago banded together, embracing Mahatma 
Gandhi’s principles of nonviolent direct action 
in their fight against segregated housing and 
places of public accommodation. Within three 
years, this local cell had become a national 
organization that would, in the ensuing two 
decades, play a prominent role in the American 
civil rights movement. 


As a forerunner of the civil rights movement in 
its early days and a bulwark of civil rights ac¬ 
tivities in the 1960’s CORE’S battlegrounds were 
often violent. This collection spans the years 
1944-1968, with the largest portion of material 
dealing with the 1961-1968 period when CORE 
adopted a more militant strategy in response to 
the Black Power movement. 

The collection was filmed from the holdings of 
the Library and Archives of The Martin Luther 
King, Jr. Center for Nonviolent Social Change in 
Atlanta, Georgia.

When World War I ended in 1918, the United 
States was jubilant as it welcomed its soldiers 
back home.

Returning black soldiers in the South, however, 
were being greeted differently. While white serv¬ 
icemen were honored for their valor, black 
soldiers who had fought shoulder-to-shoulder 
with their white comrades were now expected to 
once again resume their “proper place” as 
second-class citizens. Resentment grew and 
violent race riots resulted in several South¬ 
ern cities. 

The papers of the Commission on Interracial 
Cooperation (CIC) which was formed in 1919 in 
direct response to these civil disturbances are 
now available in this microfilm collection. The 
CIC formed as a moderate coalition of whites 
and blacks, who recognized that promoting non¬ 
violent change within the archaic Southern 
societal structure would in the long run better 
serve the cause of black equality. 

The CIC’s purpose was relatively narrow by con¬ 
temporary civil rights standards — to promote 
better race relations through public awareness 
and educational programs. They achieved their 
immediate objective of quelling the riots and 
relative peace settled into the South. 


The CIC was to become the Southern Regional 
Council in 1944, an organization whose archives 
are also included in this catalog. This collection 
is divided into 7 separate series to aid research¬ 
ers in locating particular documents or subject 
areas. Representing as it does the foundation for 
the later Southern Regional Council, this collec¬ 
tion provides primary source background materi¬ 
als for any in-depth study of civil rights activities 
of this century.

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A Unique Insight Into Early 
America's Political , Economic 
and Commercial Life 

Tench Coxe was America’s first Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, Commissioner of 
Revenue, and Purveyor of Public Supplies. He 
also was a prolific writer, leaving behind a 
massive collection of papers relating not only to 
his involvement with and service to the Govern¬ 
ment of early America, but also to his family’s 
commercial interests, his land dealings, his sup¬ 
port of the U.S. Constitution, and his views on 
the nation’s fledgling economy. 

Coxe’s early years were characterized by his in¬ 
volvement with the family’s import-export firm. 
But during the American Revolution, his actions, 
if not his words, indicate that he held royalist 
sympathies. Coxe developed an interest in the 
new national government in the 1780’s, how¬ 
ever, and became a fervent supporter of the 
Constitution, publishing several notable pam¬ 
phlets in response to its critics. Following the 
adoption of the Constitution, he became in¬ 
tensely caught up in the life of the new nation, 
and governmental service became his principal 
passion and employment. 

Now, students of American history, political 
science, and economics can gain valuable in¬ 
sight into not only Coxe’s life and contributions, 
but also into the mainstream of early political 
thought through his correspondence with peo¬ 
ple of consequence in public affairs — Thomas 
Jefferson, James Madison, Alexander Hamilton, 
Aaron Burr, for example. 


Of value to students will be some of Coxe’s 
other writings on: 

■ his early advocacy of a balanced 
economy, urging the simultaneous devel¬ 
opment of agriculture, manufacturing 
and commerce.

Eugene Victor Debs assumed many roles in his 
lifetime and he exerted considerable influence 
on American political and economic life. He is 
most noted, however, for his leadership of the 
Socialist Party in America. 

Researchers can now access previously unob¬ 
tainable material on the charismatic Debs 
through this microfilm collection. Topics for ex¬ 
ploration and study through his correspon¬ 
dence, speeches and writings include:

In his recovered energy he was sometimes a 
little fitful and sudden, as he had at first been 
in the exercise of his other recovered faculties;

All Issues of Gentleman’s Magazine 

Gentleman’s Magazine (1731-1907), the most 
famous pre-1800 periodical in this series, initially 
summarized and reprinted articles from other 
publications. Thus, its issues provide a virtual 
compendium of early eighteenth-century 
periodical literature and news.

The lives of most people are rarely considered 
worthy of recording for historical purposes. Only 
recently have sociologists, historians and other 
scholars recognized the qualitative value of 
such information for obtaining well-rounded 
historical perspectives on an era. 

FEDERAL WRITERS’ PROJECT preserves 
on microfiche over 12,000 manuscript pages 
documenting the personal histories of Southern¬ 
ers, which were collected through this New 
Deal program begun during the Depression. In 
these life histories, ordinary Southerners speak 
for themselves, and what they have to say pro¬ 
vides a unique view of the world they experi¬ 
enced and helped create. 

These people describe how major events af¬ 
fected them—the Civil War, Emancipation, 
World War I, the Depression. They speak of 
growing up, getting married, having children, 
and getting old. They talk about family life, sex 
roles, and religious beliefs. And students of 
American history, black studies, women studies, 
the family and the South will find the stories of 
these unknown Southern people of great value 
for research topics like: 

■ interrelating specific historical events to 
their effects at the grass-roots level 

■ a study of government social programs 
and the perceived accrued benefits to 
the program’s recipients 

■ tracing social changes in the family and 
its structure, in the status of blacks dur¬ 
ing Reconstruction and in the roles of 
women in Southern society.

CALS, provide a mirror-image of popular 
thought through the literarily significant publica¬ 
tions and journalists of the period. 

Among these 40 journals, 23 were edited by 
celebrated men like Samuel Johnson and 
Charles Dickens. The collection is particularly 
valuable for undergraduate students in English, 
journalism, drama and the fine arts. 

Eighteenth-Century Journalists 

Samuel Johnson dominated the late eighteenth- 
century as much in periodicals as in other types 
of literature.

Poets, Novelists and Political 
Reformers 

Represented in offerings from the nineteenth 
century are Bentley’s Miscellany (1837-1968), 
which serialized Charles Dickens’ Oliver Twist, 
and Dickens’ own periodicals, Household Words 
(1850-59) and All the Year Round (1859-95), 
where Hard Times, Tale of Two Cities, and Great 
Expectations all first ran in serial form. By read¬ 
ing these novels in their original serialized for¬ 
mat and in the context of other materials in 
the same journal issues, literature students gain 
insight into both their structure and their sub¬ 
ject matter. 

Drama students and scholars of the fine arts will 
also discover in this collection works of the Pre- 
Raphaelites and the Decadents such as:

A Cross-Cultural Perspective 
of Women s History 

Scholarly interest in the universal experience 
of women and the concurrent expansion of 
women’s studies curricula have uncovered the 
need for a comprehensive and accessible body 
of related research material. THE GERRITSEN 
COLLECTION OF WOMEN’S HISTORY pro¬ 
vides this important resource—an entire inter¬ 
national library spanning four centuries and 
documenting the lives and experiences of 
women in the public and private arenas. 

Widely acclaimed as the greatest single source 
for the study of international women’s history 
and the feminist movement, this collection was 
begun in the late 19th century by Aletta Jacobs 
Gerritsen.

The life and career of Collis P. Huntington, as 
reflected in this collection, is representative of 
the rags-to-riches stories of many men who 
helped build our nation. 

Railroad magnate and pioneer developer of 
America’s West, Huntington shaped public opin¬ 
ion from Washington to the smallest town.

Founder and Leader. The 
Southern Tenant Farmers 
Union 

The birth and growth of the American labor 
movement most often conjures images of the 
Northern industrial worker’s plight in the factory. 
A significant and integral portion of organized 
labor’s early struggles, however, took place in 
the fields of the rural South, and Howard A. 
Kester was one of the earliest and most active 
proponents of tenant farmers’ rights. 

THE HOWARD A. KESTER PAPERS docu¬ 
ments the life and works of this man, who 
spearheaded many liberal causes in the South 
for over a half-century. Students of political 
science, labor law and history, and sociology 
will find this collection frees them from tradi¬ 
tional reliance on secondary information in 
their research into the historical roots of the 
American labor movement. 

Although religious reform was one of Kester’s 
early concerns as an ordained minister, his 
most notable achievement was in the field of 
labor as the founder of the powerful Southern 
Tenant Farmers Union.

These efforts to improve the working conditions 
of the South’s poor and oppressed provided the 
groundwork for the civil rights movement of the 
1950’s and 1960’s. 

As these documents reflect, Kester was also ac¬ 
tive in education, serving as a teacher and dean 
of students at several colleges during his 
lifetime. This indefatigable activist also par¬ 
ticipated in many social action groups, including 
the Fellowship of Reconciliation and the Com¬ 
mittee on Economic and Racial Justice. 


Featured in the collection are articles, reports, 
minutes of STFU meetings, and Kester’s cor¬ 
respondence with such prominent figures as 
Reinhold Niebuhr, Norman Thomas, John Nevin

One of the earliest sociological investigators 
to couple raw survey data with the human 
perspective behind it was John James Mc¬ 
Cook. An Episcopal minister in Connecticut,

More than a record of 
baptisms, marriages and conversions, this col¬ 
lection provides researchers in sociology, 
history, politics and religion with unique nar¬ 
ratives sent back by the missionaries 
themselves to the Society. These valuable first- 
person writings might be termed, “an open let¬ 
ter to historians,” as they reveal the daily lives 
of the settlers in conjunction with the mis¬ 
sionaries’ ministry among them. 


Reading through the reports of the Society’s 
more than 300 missionaries, it is clear that 
these circuit riders were sent not only to project 
the word of God, but also to promote the stabili¬ 
ty of civil government within the new set¬ 
tlements. 

The collection also features the Society’s 
printed materials, and two major Society jour¬ 
nals, The Connecticut Evangelical Magazine 
(1800-1807) and The Connecticut Evangelical 
Magazine and Religious Intelligencer 
(1808-1815).

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The Origin and Growth of the 
United Mine Workers Union 

In the period from the end of the Civil War 
through the early decades of the 20th Century, 
it became clear that the burgeoning labor move¬ 
ment in America was no passing phenomenon. 
And men like John Mitchell who became power¬ 
ful forces within the various unions affected the 
development of life in America to its social, 
political and economic core. 

THE JOHN MITCHELL PAPERS offers students 
of labor law, political science, history and social 
issues perspective on a man and union which 
were vital catalysts for labor reform. Among the 
topics to be analyzed are standardization of 
wages, the eight-hour workday, safe and 
sanitary working conditions, and Mitchell’s 
struggle to have the United Mine Workers 
recognized as the sole bargaining agent for 
all classes of mine workers. 

Mitchell rose quickly from his humble begin¬ 
nings to become president of the UMW in 1898, 
and his zealous work brought the union out of 
obscurity and into the national limelight. His 
work,-and thus the papers in this important col¬ 
lection, extend beyond into Mitchell’s involve¬ 
ment with the National Civic Federation, and the 
New York Workmen’s Compensation Commis¬ 
sion, the New York State Industrial Commis¬ 
sion, New York State Food Commission, and 
the Women’s Trade Union League. 

The collection is divided into five Series for ease 
of access and maximum research utilization: 

Series I 

Contains correspondence to and from Mitchell, 
as well as third-party correspondence dealing 
with organizations and causes with which he 
was associated.

Over the years, scores of scholars and re¬ 
searchers have visited Morristown National 
Historical Park in New Jersey specifically to 
gain access to the more than 60,000 pages of 
important manuscripts contained in its collec¬ 
tion. Now, this historical resource is available 
to students of American history, Americana, 
genealogy and Revolutionary War history 
through this microfilm collection. 

Though the emphasis is on the Revolutionary 
War period and men such as Franklin, Jeffer¬ 
son, Adams, Hamilton, Madison and Washing¬ 
ton, there is substantial material on 19th century 
figures like Martin Van Buren, Daniel Webster, 
and Robert E. Lee.

The Lloyd W. Smith Collection had its origin in 
banker, philantropist and collector Smith’s deep 
interest in compiling and preserving Washing- 
tonia and materials related to genealogies and 
local histories in his native New Jersey. Over 
the years, his interest became a preoccupation, 
and he often purchased large scale lots of manu¬ 
script materials in order to acquire a few desired 
items. Smith’s will dictated that the Morristown 
National Historical Park should be the final recip¬ 
ient of his valuable holdings, and a library was 
constructed to house the collection. 

The Park Collection consists of materials ac¬ 
quired by the Washington Association of New 
Jersey, which was formed in 1874 to save and 
perpetuate the Ford Mansion, Washington’s 
headquarters in 1779 and 1780. In addition to 
preserving his home as a national shrine, the 
Association made a concerted effort to collect 
Washingtonia and other equally valuable 
documents and artifacts from America’s past. 
When Morristown National Historical Park was 
created in 1933, the National Park Service pur¬ 
chased these manuscripts, which became the 
nucleus of the collection. 

From politics to fine arts, this collection has 
something for every researcher, and it is one of 
the most significant collections of materials of 
this type in the United States.

One of the most unique phenomena of the 20th 
Century is the mass media revolution.

1933. The Great Depression had created 
economic havoc, and a weary, skeptical nation 
had all but lost faith in its government’s ability 
to lead.

The smaller library can now own a select 
periodical collection encompassing a broad 
spectrum of subjects to support research in 
many fields—without acquiring more than is 
needed. 

The 51 periodicals in this collection represent 
the most prestigious journals of the decade, and 
they afford a comprehensive view of American 
academic and intellectual life at the turn of the 
century. Students in a variety of disciplines 
related to American culture, such as those stu¬ 
dying American literature, history, political 
science, business and economics, religion, 
education and folklore, will discover many 
research opportunities in H.W. Wilson’s 19th 
Century Readers’ Guide, 1890-1899 and this col¬ 
lection of periodicals included in Wilson’s index.

Arena, 
for example, carried articles on serious social 
questions such as the slums in Boston, prostitu¬ 
tion, birth control, women’s rights, agrarian 
reform, elections and prohibition. Weekly mis¬ 
cellanies like Harper’s Weekly, Nation and Outlook 
carried contemporary accounts of current events 
like the war with Spain and the Chicago World’s 
Fair. 


Academic interests are also served through this 
collection with such titles as American Historical 
Review, Annals of the American Academy of 
Political and Social Science, and Political

national affairs magazines which provide mate¬ 
rial on free trade, the debate on free silver, mono¬ 
polies, the single tax, and money and credit, as 
well as debates on economic theory within the 
pages of the Quarterly Journal of Economics.

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Records of a Conspiracy that 
Toppled an Administration 

In October 1974, the eyes of the world were 
focused on the United States, as the trial of 
H.R. Haldeman, John Erlichman, John Mitchell, 
Robert Mardian and Kenneth Parkinson began. 
Nixon had resigned, and the Watergate co-con¬ 
spirators had to answer to the court for their al¬ 
leged involvement in the break-in and coverup. 

The official court transcripts of this famous trial 
are now available in their entirety to students in 
political science, history, journalism and govern¬ 
ment. The New York Times acquired these tran¬ 
scripts on a daily basis to support the efforts of its 
on-the-scene reporters during the trial. This his¬ 
toric collection filmed from those transcripts 
includes the day-to-day account of the trial 
proceedings from October 15, 1974 through 
January 1, 1975, plus the sentencing of the de¬ 
fendants in February 1975.

Religion's Impact on American 
Social History 

The history of a social or cultural institution 
often provides researchers with a unique per¬ 
spective on the development of a nation. 

Such is the case with the ARCHIVES OF OLD 
CHRIST CHURCH, PHILADELPHIA. This mi¬ 
crofilm collection documents the history 
of Philadelphia’s Old Christ Church, a corner¬ 
stone for the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
America. Researchers will be interested in the 
parallels between the growth of the church and 
its impact on the city of Philadelphia and the 
United States. 

Founded in 1695, Old Christ Church literally 
defined the plan for Episcopal Church Govern¬ 
ment after the American Revolution. It was also 
one of the first parishes to embrace the Sunday 
School movement—a collection also described 
in this catalog. 





Among topics of research suggested by the 
minutes, registers, reports and personal papers 
in this collection are:

One of the 19 th Century's 
Most Successful Communal 
Experiments 

During the 180P’s, a surprising 60 to 70 com¬ 
munes sprang up in America. Most were in¬ 
significant and soon disbanded, but a few, like 
the Oneida Community, were successful in sus¬ 
taining their experiments over a period of years. 
And those that flourished—often in large part 
due to the strength of their charismatic leaders 
and founders—left behind a record of their ac¬ 
tivities for today’s researchers. 

The Oneida Community and its founder, John 
Humphrey Noyes, bequeathed a rich legacy of 
materials for students in religion, sociology and 
American intellectual thought. The books, pam¬ 
phlets and serials in this microfilm collection 
provide information on the philosophies, beliefs 
and practices which made Noyes and his com¬ 
munity both successful and controversial in their 
day, such as: 

■ Bible Communism 

■ Scientific Propagation 

■ Christian Perfectionism 

■ Complex Marriage 

Founded in 1841 by Noyes, the group began as 
one of the most revolutionary ventures in com¬ 
munal life during its day. While Oneida reached 
a population of only 300 during its prime, the 
community prospered despite legal and 
religious opposition engendered by its liberal 
sexual practices. Its successful manufacturing 
enterprises included making traps, silk thread 
and carpet, plus its still-famous silverware. The 
practices and principles of this community form¬ 
ed the basis for many modern communes. 

Divided into two sections, the collection features 
60 books and pamphlets including works by 
Noyes on Bible Communism, Perfectionism, 
American socialism, scientific propagation and 
male continence. The serials sections contains 
publications by the Oneida Community, in¬ 
cluding The Perfectionist, Circular, and the Daily 
Journal of Oneida Community. 


Students in religious studies can explore the 
non-conformist doctrines of the group and com¬ 
pare them with other groups of both the 19th 
and 20th centuries. Sociologists find insights in¬ 
to Noyes’ theory behind family structure and can 
analyze differences between theory and the 
practical results in a human community. And 
historians discover valuable information on the 
social and intellectual climate of the 19th cen¬ 
tury through these documents. 

As is often the case, with the decline of Noyes’ 
health came the decline of the community, and 
by 1881 it dispersed. Yet the Oneida Communi¬ 
ty left behind a permanent record of its ideals 
and philosophy that continues to have an im¬ 
pact on today’s communal experiments in the 
U.S.

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The Unionization of the 
South: The Final American 
Labor Frontier 

In 1946, the South was all but untouched by 
unionism, despite the firm foothold trade 
unions held in the North. Most Southern in¬ 
dustrial workers lived in what were “company 
towns,” and the companies had, in effect, a 
labor force at their disposal that perceived 
itself to be at the mercy of its employers— 
and thus resistant to unionization 
attempts. 

The Congress of Industrial Organizations 
(CIO) moved into this union vacuum and 
launched “Operation Dixie,” a concerted at¬ 
tempt to remedy the plight of the Southern 
industrial worker. This outstanding microfilm 
collection records the CIO’s bold attack on 
the American South for students and re¬ 
searchers in the areas of labor history, 
sociology, political science, women’s studies, 
minorities’ studies, criminal justice, and 
more. Among the many topics open for 
analysis are: 

■ employer opposition and refusal to

The correspondence, administrative reports, 
legal materials, membership records, serials 
and flyers, and newspaper clippings in this 
important labor collection offer a wealth of 
research materials into the CIO’s attempts, 
successes and failures at gaining a strong¬ 
hold in the South. Another important aspect 
of this collection is the material directly 
relating to the extensive radio and newspaper 
publicity used to influence Southern commun¬ 
ities during “Operation Dixie.” Journalism 
and media researchers will be particularly 
interested in comparing this newer mass 
media approach with unionization campaigns 
earlier in the 1900’s. 

One of the highlights of the collection lies in the 
papers of the CIO’s leading “trouble shooter,” 
Lucy Randolph Mason. Known as “Miss Lucy of 
the CIO,” this aristocratic Virginian’s fight for 
women’s and minorities’ equal rights and her 
work to protect labor’s civil liberties stand out 
among the accomplishments of union giants.

While he is best known as the founder of 
Pennsylvania, this remarkable man also made 
his mark as a Quaker religious leader and 
social philosopher during his lifetime. A friend 
of England’s kings, yet a firm believer in 
religious and political freedom in America, his 
often paradoxical life can now be viewed 
through the papers in this important, 
historical collection. 

Libraries and institutions supporting pro¬ 
grams in Colonial American history, Euro¬ 
pean history, religious studies, and Penn¬ 
sylvania state and local history will be able to 
offer their students access to valuable 
resource materials for research.

Documenting Two 
Centuries in the Struggle for 
Bloch Emancipation and 
Equality 

Even as our country was in the midst of declar¬ 
ing its independence in 1775, a society was 
born in Philadelphia dedicated to emancipating 
America’s black slaves. The Pennsylvania Aboli¬ 
tion Society originated with the early anti-slavery 
activities of Philadelphia Quakers, and its con¬ 
tinuing efforts today toward the cause of equal 
education and employment for blacks makes it 
the oldest such organization still in existence.

The Contributions of Two 
Charismatic Leaders to the 
Powerful Knights of Labor 

The 19th century’s largest and most influential 
labor union, The Knights of Labor, was not 
trade-specific. Because of this, it accomplished 
more for the cause of the American worker than 
any organization until the American Federation 
of Labor superseded its power in the early 20th 
century. The Knights of Labor crossed trades 
and united American workers on a national 
scale at a pivotal point in labor history. 

The Powderly and Hayes papers span the entire 
life of the Knights of Labor, allowing researchers 
to view this unique organization from the van¬ 
tage point of two of its most important leaders. 
Students of labor law, history, and political 
science will use this collection to assist them in 
studying the American labor movement through 
a period of hard times and a changing econ¬ 
omic structure in this country.

Research¬ 
ers in black studies and women’s studies will find 
this collection valuable as they trace the evolu¬ 
tion of black and women’s rights in relation to the 
labor movement. 


The Knights of Labor was also the largest organ¬ 
ization of its day, with a peak membership of 
nearly one million. This number was not matched 
until 1902 when the American Federation of Labor 
came into its own. This collection also provides 
valuable information on the first comprehensive 
body of national employment information which 
the Knights compiled and disseminated to its 
membership. 

Featured in the collection are correspondence, 
pamphlets relating to the Knights of Labor, 
speeches by Powderly and Hayes, reports on the 
meetings of various Local Assemblies, 
newspaper clippings, photographs, scrapbooks 
and legal files.

Materials from the 
1868 election, for example, include Republican 
appeals to the “colored voter.’’ A Republican 
pamphlet attempting to draw the votes of “the 
laboring men of the South” eloquently warns, 
“Your blood will be demanded in sacrifice for 
the interests of a sectional policy whose chief 
aim has so far been but to degrade you.” 

This collection provides ample research oppor¬ 
tunities for students in a variety of disciplines.

Proclamations of equality and decrees of non¬ 
discrimination are at best hollow documents 
unless enforced by the governments and courts 
which mandated them.

The FEPC dealt solely with the needs of minori¬ 
ty workers, and had specific jurisdiction over:

■ complaints against employers and 
unions engaged in war production 

Although the Committee depended on its 
powers of persuasion or on the cooperation of 
Government agencies for enforcement authori¬ 
ty, it contributed richly to promoting the cause of 
civil rights in the workplace. 

Offering as it does both statistical and human 
insights into labor and race relations, this collec¬ 
tion is considered a primary research source, 
essential for any comprehensive study of civil 
liberties in America.

Inside the Soviet Union, Russian history prior to 
1917 is subject to censorship and reinterpreta¬ 
tion. Were it not for the Helsinki University 
Library, an official depository of Russian books 
from 1828 to 1917, much of Russia’s ancient 
and rich past might have been lost to students 
in the West. 

Now, graduate researchers in Slavic studies, 
Russian history, politics, literature and culture 
have access to an outstanding collection of 
5,000 scarce titles in the humanities and social 
sciences from Helsinki University Library’s 
300,000-volume Slavonic collection. Titles for 
this collection are being chosen by the staff of 
the Slavic and East European Department of 
the University of Illinois Library at Urbana- 
Champaign. Their selections are being cross¬ 
checked against such sources as Cyrillic Union 
Catalog, The Slavic Union Catalog, and the 
National Register of Microform Masters to avoid 
duplicating materials already in North American 
Libraries.

In recent decades, world attention has been 
drawn to various areas of Africa which have 
been affected by natural disasters. The most 
prevalent of these have been prolonged 
droughts and their devastating effects on the 
people in these precarious, underdeveloped 
economies. Response to these crises usually 
results in food airlifts to avert immediate 
disaster, but there exist few permanent pro¬ 
grams designed to avoid drought-related losses. 

SAHEL: DOCUMENTS AND DISSERTATIONS 
documents one cooperative effort in existence 
among eight independent nations along a 
2,600-mile strip of West Africa known as the 
Sahel. In 1973, the Permanent Interstate Com¬ 
mittee for Drought Control in the Sahel (CILSS, 
after the French initials) was formed by the 
governments of six countries most affected by 
a severe drought—Senegal, Mauritania, Mali, 
Upper Volta, Niger and Chad. The countries 
of Gambia and Cape Verde joined later in 
coordinating planning efforts to avoid repeated 
drought-related disasters. 



Researchers in African studies, agricultural 
economics and socio-economics will discover 
in this important collection more than 1,000 
documents and dissertations which report on 
the agricultural, economic and socio-economic 
changes in the Sahel region during and after 
the drought. This material—one of the only 
compilations of its kind in existence—provides 
fertile ground for studies of the effects of 
disasters on unstable economies. It also 
offers a model for an analysis of international 
cooperative efforts in Africa and elsewhere in 
the world. 

Featured are publications from African govern¬ 
ments, research funded by AID (U.S. Agency 
for International Development), dissertations, 
theses, and reports from the United Nations, 
CILSS, Club du Sahel, and other international 
agencies. Nearly half of the collection is in 
English, half is in French, and two documents 
are in Portuguese. 

Titles in the collection are arranged by country, 
including informative profiles for each of the 
eight nations.

In the personal papers 
can be found insights into how the artist 
perceived life, the world and himself, and com¬ 
parisons can be made with his works of art as 
interpretations of these philosophies. Research¬ 
ers can also trace the commercial aspects of 
Saint-Gaudens’ work, from the legal details of 
the more than 150 commissions recorded in the 
collection, to his negotiations for basic fees, to 
the costs of casting a bronze piece and oper¬ 
ating a studio. 


Saint-Gaudens is noted for many distinguished 
pieces, among them, Admiral Farragut (1881) in 
New York’s Madison Square, Diana (1892) in the 
Philadelphia Museum of Art, and the seated Lin¬ 
coln (1907) in Chicago’s Grant Park. These 
pieces reflect the combined influences of his 
European training and American citizenship. An 
important group of materials in this collection 
relates to the history of his home in Cornish, 
New Hampshire. Saint-Gaudens spent his last 
years in this estate which now houses the Saint- 
Gaudens Memorial Gallery. 

Donated to Dartmouth College by the Saint- 
Gaudens Memorial in 1964, these papers shed 
light on more than just the life and work of this 
illustrious artisan. They also illuminate the 
broader field of late 19th-century American 
sculpture and reflect the trends in neoclassical 
art and public statuary.

A Unique Cultural Entity in 
American Life 

It is human nature both to criticize and to be 
curious about any person or group which prac¬ 
tices a lifestyle counter to the norms of society. 
The many utopian groups of the 18th and 19th 
centuries drew their share of both curiosity and 
criticism representing as they did a marked and 
distinct aberration in lifestyle. Of these move¬ 
ments, the Shakers were the most unique, sim¬ 
ply because they have been acknowledged as the 
most successful, widespread and long-lived of 
these groups who sought utopia through com¬ 
munal living. 

Today, there is new and heightened interest 
in the Shakers, and researchers in history, 
religion, and sociology can access the largest 
collection of Shaker manuscripts and docu¬ 
ments ever assembled through this microform 
collection. Not only were the Shakers the most 
successful group, they were also inveterate rec¬ 
ord keepers. Besides replicating and preserving 
the 200-year history of the Shakers, this impor¬ 
tant collection contains materials documenting 
their religious beliefs. Printed materials are also 
included providing insight into their attitudes on 
pacifism and their views on women’s rights and 
racial equality. 

During the first century in this country, the 
Shakers drew criticism and opposition, but by 
the 1830’s they began to gain acceptance and 
they became noted worldwide for their neat and 
productive farms, their ingenuity in tool making, 
furniture making and building. 

The SHAKER COLLECTION is divided into two 
sections—Manuscript, and Printed Materials. 

The Manuscripts segment reflects the Shaker 
affinity for order and discipline, and the papers 
therein document every aspect of Shaker life. 


There are official documents, correspondence, 
financial records, journals, testimonies and 
sermons, music, photographs, and inspired 
writings by Shaker visionaries who communi¬ 
cated with deceased members. 

The Printed Materials section contains 1,300 
items which were not widely available to 
researchers prior to this collection. While the 
Shakers freely distributed the printed works they 
produced, in many instances only a few copies 
remain today. This section offers more than 800 
printed books and pamphlets, including the 
teachings of Mother Ann, the Shaker’s Found¬ 
ing Mother. Also featured are more than 400 
broadsides and other literature used by the 
Shakers to recruit members. Researchers will 
also find approximately 25 important mono¬ 
graphs about the Shakers which provide a per¬ 
spective on how others viewed this community. 

All future scholarship on the Shakers or on any 
American religious communal movement must 
take into account the documentary record con¬ 
tained within this collection, which is drawn from 
the widely-acclaimed holdings of The Western 
Reserve Historical Society.

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From the Libraries of Two 
Eminent Abolitionists - a Chief 
fustice and a US. Senator 

During the decades before and just after the 
Civil War, an historical collection of abolitionist 
documents was being compiled in the offices of 
two government officials. Salmon P. Chase 
(1808-1873), member of the Lincoln Cabinet and 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, and John 
P. Hale (1806-1873), a distinguished lawyer and 
Senator from New Hampshire, were both active 
in the anti-slavery movement. And between 
them was accumulated a rich legacy of aboli¬ 
tionist materials which is now accessible to to¬ 
day’s researchers. 

The 166 pamphlets, speeches, reports, legal 
opinions and convention proceedings, most 
printed in the 1840's and 1850’s, examine the 
historical, legal, social and religious aspects of 
the slavery issue. Students in American history, 
black studies, the Civil War and political science 
can examine such questions as: 

■ the Fugitive Slave Law of 1850 

■ the annexation of Texas 

■ the condition of freed slaves 

■ the forced emigration of blacks 

■ the constitutional rights of blacks 

The writings of Theodore Parker, Sojourner 
Truth, Emma Willard, Daniel Webster, Alexis de 
Tocquevilie and Horace Mann address the prob¬ 
lem of slavery in America, while other tracts in 
the collection in French, Spanish and German 
provide insight into the slavery issue in the 
Caribbean during this same period. 

Several holdings in the collection illuminate the 
situation of Freedmen just after the Civil War. 
These include the charter and bylaws of the 
Freedman’s Savings and Trust Company of 
Washington, D.C., the minutes of the 1866 
Freedmen’s Convention, and 1867 issue of The 
Freedman’s Record, and several issues of The 
American Freedman (1866-67). The opposing 
viewpoint is represented in this material as well, 
with such pro-slavery views as John H. Van 
Evrie’s Negroes and Negro “Slavery”: The First, 
an Inferior Race—the Latter, its Normal Condition 
(1854). 

Historians particularly interested in the activities 
of the numerous societies and conventions to 
aid black Americans will discover much useful 
information, such as: 

■ Convention proceedings and annual 
reports from the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church 

■ Convention materials from the 1853 
Colored National Convention 

■ Documents of the American and Foreign 
Anti-Slavery Society 

■ Material from The Society of Friends, a 
group which early on supported the 
abolitionist movement. 


In addition, these pamphlets will aid researchers 
in studying the Civil War and its causes, and in 
analyzing the legal, religious and moral ramifi¬ 
cations of American slavery on our country then 
and now. The authoritative sources from the 
libraries of two prominent government officials 
make this collection truly unique among aboli¬ 
tionist literature collections.

A ReformMinded Family 
Contributes to America s 
Growth and Development 

Building a new nation out of a wilderness re¬ 
quired vision, hard work, and a strong sense of 
responsibility to future generations on the part 
of the early Americans. These pioneers had to 
create not only a stable political structure, but 
also a viable economic and social system—and 
the success of America depended on the solidi¬ 
ty of these early foundations. 

The collected papers of both Peter Smith and 
his son, Gerrit Smith span more than a century 
of important American history and provide a 
unique perspective on the vital issues of their 
eras. Both father and son made many valuable 
contributions to the economic and social devel¬ 
opment of America. Students of American history, 
political science and sociology will discover 
documents on land development and land re¬ 
form among other issues. 


Peter Smith laid the foundation for what was to 
become one of the most reform-minded families 
of the period. He was a successful entrepreneur, 
a business associate of John Jacob Astor, and 
an active exponent of religious reform.

The Gerrit Smith Papers, 1775-1924 

While Gerrit Smith was successful in expanding 
his father’s business empire, his consuming 
passion was reform. One of his earliest con¬ 
cerns was religion, and he was involved in the 
work of the American Sunday School Union and 
the American Home Missionary Society, among 
other organizations. 

These papers also include a wealth of material 
on Gerrit Smith’s active involvement as an 
abolitionist. As President of the New York State 
Anti-Slavery Society, he published approximate¬ 
ly fifty essays on slavery, helped slaves escape 
to Canada, and in some cases purchased 
slaves and set them free. Gerrit was also an ad¬ 
vocate of temperance, maintaining throughout 
his life that alcohol was responsible for most of 
the crime and poverty in the world. 

He supported women’s rights movements, and 
responded with speeches, funds and letters to 
requests for help from feminists such as Lucy 
Stone and Susan B. Anthony. The correspon¬ 
dence, business and land records, writings, files 
and maps featured in this collection reflect the 
many and diverse causes which he supported 
during his lifetime. Also included are materials 
collected after his death. 

The New York Times summed up Gerrit Smith’s 
contributions to 19th century American history 
this way following his death in 1874: 

“The history of the most important half century 
of our national life will be imperfectly written if it 
fails to place (Smith) in the front rank of the men 
whose influence was most felt in the accom¬ 
plishments of its results.”

The tribal cultures, history and heritage of 
Native Americans are of great interest today.

The American left has for years espoused 
causes which did not become “popular” until 
the 1950’s and 1960’s. Of the many and varied 
socialist organizations which were born during 
the late 19th and 20th centuries and which set 
the stage for this Age of Protest, the Socialist 
Party of America was perhaps the most well- 
known.

Continuing the Work of the 
Commission on Interracial 
Cooperation Toward Equality 
for B lacks 

After World War I, the South experienced violent 
and painful race riots spawned by the unequal 
treatment of black servicemen returning from 
the war. The moderate Commission on Inter¬ 
racial Cooperation, whose papers also are in¬ 
cluded in this catalog, was established in 
response to this violence to promote peaceful 
race relations. 

In 1942, America was again in the midst of a 
global conflict both in Europe and in Japan, and 
many CIC members recognized that there could 
be bloodshed again when black servicemen re¬ 
turned home and received unequal treatment. In 
addition, both black and white CIC leaders felt 
that the time had come to broaden the commit¬ 
ment of their organization and to push harder for 
civil rights for blacks in all arenas of society. 
Thus, in 1944, the CIC was renamed and be¬ 
came the Southern Regional Council (SRC). 

Now students and researchers can access the 
papers of the SRC to assist in their examination 
of topics in black studies, American history, 
political science and civil rights. This microfilm 
collection provides a valuable primary research 
tool for such topics as: 

■ examining the new directions the SRC 
took over those of its parent organization, 
the CIC 


■ comparing the SRC’s activities in areas 
such as integration and voting rights with

Three Centuries of 
Achievement, Involvement and 
Contribution to America 

In any list of families that have contributed 
significantly to America’s growth, the 
Stevenses of New Jersey, New York and Penn¬ 
sylvania rank at the top. For almost three cen¬ 
turies, dating back to colonial days, this family 
has distinguished itself as one of America’s 
most inventive families. And individual family 
members have actively contributed to military, 
political, economic and social life in the United 
States. 

This microfilm collection is truly unique in that it 
presents in one primary source an unbroken 
record of documents that span the entire history 
of our country. Students and researchers in 
American history and culture will find a wealth of 
material for both general and specific studies 
into America’s past. Included in the collection 
are more than 40,000 pages of manuscripts, let¬ 
ters, notes, drafts, bills, deeds, broadsides, 
copies of official documents, maps, diagrams, 
photographs, and genealogical notes on other 
prominent families. 



The Stevens family distinguished itself through 
the many inventions its members produced, as 
well as through the founding of the world-famous 
Stevens Institute of Technology in Hoboken, 

New Jersey. Most notable of these technological 
advances were the steamboat (before Fulton), 
the double-ended steam ferryboat, the first 
American ironclad warship, and the railroad tie, 
spike and rail which is still used as the universal 
railroad bed today. These papers are rich in 
detail about the family's inventions from concept 
to completion, and provide valuable insight into 
the rapid development of science and tech¬ 
nology in America. 

Also featured in this collection are the papers of 
the Hoboken Land and Improvement Company, 
a family corporation in New Jersey which was an 
integral part of Stevens family business and a 
repository of important details on business deal¬ 
ings throughout the centuries. 

As a personal record of six generations of 
Americans, the Stevens Papers provide valuable 
insights into American life and history since pre- 
Revolutionary days. They reflect the interests, 
activities, attitudes, struggles and contributions 
of men and women who were part of America’s 
growth and development.

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At the Center of the Civil 
Rights Revolution of the 
1960's 

One of the most important of the civil rights 
groups which coalesced in the late 50’s and 
early 60’s, the Student Nonviolent Coordinating 
Committee was also to become one of the most 
controversial in its later years. Formed by stu¬ 
dent activists nationwide in response to the 
burgeoning student sit-in movement in 1960, 
SNCC adopted the Gandhian theories of non¬ 
violent direct action which had been formulated 
by CORE in the 1940’s. 


■ The election of Stokely Carmichael as 
SNCC Chairman marked the radicaliza- 
tion of the group as Carmichael moved to 
identify the SNCC with the militant Black 
Power Movement. His action resulted in 
the resignation of many of the group’s 
key leaders. 

■ The 1967 election of H. Rap Brown as 
chairman marked an even greater shift 
toward militarism. Brown’s election, 
coupled with SNCC’s support of the Arab 
position during the Arab-lsraeli War, cut 
off virtually all funding from white liberal 
supporters and led to the organization’s 
collapse in 1970 from loss of leadership 
and funds. 


Now, students in black studies, history, sociol¬ 
ogy, and others interested in the civil rights 
movement can use this collection as a base of 
essential data for studying the projects, dynamic 
leaders, and motives of the movement. The col¬ 
lection includes correspondence, project files, 
internal reports and printed materials generated 
by the SNCC organization as it challenged racial 
barriers, faced internal crises, and sought a 
leadership role in the fight for desegregation, 
voter’s rights and black power. 

The development of the SNCC can be assessed 
and compared with other organizations of the 
period. Among historical landmarks for study 
are: 

■ John Lewis’ election as SNCC chairman 
in 1963, which signaled the start of the 
organization’s most active period. SNCC 
field secretaries were involved in the Bir¬ 
mingham demonstrations, and Lewis 
gave a major speech at the August 1963 
March on Washington. 

■ The Mississippi Summer Project in 1964, 
which brought SNCC national promi¬ 
nence. This massive project assembled 
hundreds of volunteers in the Deep 
South to participate in voter registration 
and citizenship education drives. During 
this time, SNCC also worked closely 
with CORE and the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC). 


Through the use of this valuable and historical 
collection, students can explore the ideals and 
impact of SNCC as part of the Culture of Dis¬ 
sent, and analyze parallels and differences be¬ 
tween it and other civil rights organizations.

Woman of Letters 

One of the few women writers in the United 
States to win critical acclaim and literary respect 
in her time, Genevieve Taggard’s career was 
established with the success of her first book of 
poetry, For Eager Lovers (1922). George Sterling 
of the San Francisco Call hailed Taggard as 
“stepping level-headed into the shining com¬ 
pany of Edna Millay, Elinor Wylie and Sara 
Teasdale.” 

Researchers in contemporary poetry, women’s 
studies and literature will find in this microform 
collection all the published volumes of this not¬ 
ed American woman of letters, plus her poems, 
essays, stories, reviews and articles as they first 
appeared in the literary journals of the day. 

Those who recognize Taggard as a fine poet 
may not be aware of her skills and contribu¬ 
tions as an anthologist and biographer. Perhaps 
one of Taggard’s finest works, which is included 
in this collection, is her biography of Emily 
Dickinson, acclaimed by the New York Herald 
Tribune as 

“A miracle of deliverance...for once Emily 
Dickinson has escaped her kin and met 
her kind. (Dickinson) has been patiently, 
understandingly, beautifully interpreted by 
a mind fitted to cope with her own.” 



In Continent’s End, a collection of works by 
California poets, the scholar will find important 
new poets of the 1920’s and gain insight into 
Taggard’s skill as an anthologist and an under¬ 
standing of changing literary trends.

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Documenting Dissent: Nearly 
Everything Published in 
England from 1640-1661 

The year 1640 in England marked the beginning 
of a period of tumult and change. Both the prac¬ 
tical and the philosophical bases of the British 
monarchy were being challenged by determined 
and powerful enemies while those who defend¬ 
ed the king shared an absolute conviction in his 
Divine Right to rule. The differences between 
these factions led to a bitter civil war and a 
series of experimental governments that kept 
England in turmoil until 1660. 

This exceptional microfilm collection brings 
together for scholars of English history, politics 
and religion almost everything that was pub¬ 
lished in England and on the Continent during 
this critical period. Students and researchers to¬ 
day owe a debt to London publisher and book¬ 
seller George Thomason for this material. 
Thomason knew he was living through historical 
times and set about methodically collecting 
copies of virtually everything that was being 
published — from single broadsides to substan¬ 
tial dissertations.

Especially valuable are 97 previously unpub- 
, lished manuscripts, most written in Thomason’s 
own hand, which were considered too danger¬ 
ous to be circulated in their own time. In fact, 

! Thomason was required to move the growing 
collection several times during these years to 
keep it safe, hiding these important records in 
1 the homes of friends or concealing them under 
false tops i n I i brary tables.

The collection which Thomason left remained in¬ 
tact for a century, largely through good luck. In 
1761, King George III bought it from Thomason’s 
descendants and presented it to the new British 
Museum. The THOMASON TRACTS have been 
used by scholars of mid-17th-century England 
for generations, and represent an almost inex¬ 
haustible supply of material for studying military, 
constitutional, political, literary and social life 
in England during this volatile period in 
world history.

Critical Observations of 19th- 
Century Europe Through the 
Eyes ofan American Couple 


An incomparable, anecdotal view of Europe dur¬ 
ing two crucial periods of the 19th century is of¬ 
fered through this unique collection. The daily, 
handwritten diaries of Harvard Professor George 
Ticknor and his wife Anna from 1815-1819 and 
1835-1837 provide insight into the perceptions 
and values of well-educated Americans em¬ 
barked on “The Grand Tour.” 


Students will find useful information for studying 
European and American history, literature, and 
culture. The Ticknors kept meticulous accounts 
with discriminating eyes, and they interacted 
with many important figures of the era. An inter¬ 
esting perspective on Byron is offered, for exam¬ 
ple. Ticknor wrote: 

“He told me a great deal of the history of his 
early feelings and habits — of the impres¬ 
sions of extreme discontent under which he 
wrote Childe Harold. 

Ticknor’s account of reactions in London to the 
Battle of Waterloo, which occurred during his 
first visit, is of special interest to students 
of history. 


Opinions on various sights and people are in¬ 
dicative of the mentality of Americans traveling 
in Europe during this period. On visiting the 
home of Goethe in Weimar, George Ticknor 
wrote: 

“[the house] as it is now exhibited, seemed 
to me a monument of the vanity of a man 
who was spoiled by life.. .of constant, uni¬ 
form success, every wish not only fulfilled 
but anticipated, so that he came at last to 
think whatever related to himself to be of 
great consequence to the whole world.” 

Anna Ticknor’s comments in these journals will 
serve to illuminate the role of upper-middle class 
women of the time and will contribute to work in 
women’s studies.

Recognizing that quality education to prepare 
blacks for leadership roles in American society 
was at the heart of any civil rights effort, the 
United Negro College Fund, Inc. was founded in 
1944 by concerned black leaders. Its purpose 
was to promote equality for blacks by raising 
funds for private, predominantly black, four-year, 
accredited colleges in the United States. And 
since its inception, the UNCF has raised more 
than $325,000,000 — fulfilling a dream for hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of black men and women 
who have graduated from UNCF schools since 
1944. 

Now, researchers and historians will have readi¬ 
ly available on microfiche the records, reports, 
business correspondence, statistics, financial 
data and publications of the UNCF. These ar¬ 
chives represent an important acquisition for 
libraries, historical societies, and schools of edu¬ 
cation and business. Any library or institution 
supporting studies in American history, black 
studies, the history of higher education or fund¬ 
raising techniques will consider this a valu¬ 
able asset.

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Spanning Four Centuries of 
utopian Literary Vision: 
1500-1900 

The thoughts, hopes and dreams of mankind 
shape the history he creates. In utopian 
literature, writers and philosophers extend these 
human aspirations to fictional ideal states, mak¬ 
ing these writings an excellent reflection of the 
philosophies, social and political ideals, and 
literary expressions of any given era. 

Despite its importance as a literary genre, uto¬ 
pian literature has been largely neglected by 
scholars for two major reasons: 

■ Comprehensive bibliographies of utopian 
literature did not exist until recently, and 

■ The scarcity of much of this literature has 
been a barrier to comparative research. 

UTOPIAN LITERATURE, PRE-1900 IMPRINTS 
brings together 462 rare utopian titles covering 
the 16th through the 19th centuries, providing 
scholars with research opportunities into 
Western philosophy, social and political history 
and literature. This important collection reflects 
the marked changes in focus and interest that 
have appeared in utopian writings over time, and 
opens avenues for intensive study such as: 

■ the prevailing religious views of the 16th 
century 

■ the new totalitarian and technological 
visions of the 17th century 

■ the Enlightenment’s quest for responsive 
government in the 18th century 

■ the concern for the individual which 
marked the beginning of the Industrial 
Age in the 19th century 

Spanning the depth and breadth of contem¬ 
porary utopian thought over these four centuries, 
the collection includes utopian classics, imprints 
from the 16th through 19th centuries, a broad 
spectrum of foreign-language titles, rare early 
editions, and titles which are lesser known but 
nonetheless significant for serious research.

The Warren Commission 
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Attempting to Answer the 
Questions of a Grieving 
Nation 

A United States President was assassinated in 
broad daylight on a Dallas street and years later 
the answers to many questions about that grim 
event remain shrouded in suspicion. The find¬ 
ings of the Warren Commission still provoke 
debate and controversy. 

Because of this, the Warren Commission Report 
is in great demand, and it will continue to be 
sought out as a research source for a long time 
to come. Now, students in political science, 
history and government, or anyone interested in 
analyzing the data and obtaining background in¬ 
formation on the assassination will find the 
material they require in this collection. 


During the course of its massive investigation, 
the Warren Commission took testimony from 
552 witnesses to the assassination and related 
events, used more than 2,300 investigative 
reports from the Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion, and incorporated 800 reports from the 
Secret Service into its findings.

The 27 volumes of the original hearings and 
reports were originally published in 1964-1965 
by the Government Printing Office. Now out of 
print, these volumes are conveniently available 
through this microform edition.
